TOWN WARRANT. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


Worcester, ss: 


To either Constable of the Town of Hopedale, in said County, 
Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are here- 
by required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town, 
qualified by law to vote in Town affairs, to meet at the Town 
Hall, on Monday, the sixth day of March next, punctually at 
nine o’clock in the forenoon (the polls may be closed at one 
o’clock in the afternoon on said day of meeting), to act upon the 
following articles, namely: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meet- 
ing. 

Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing, including the following officers: Town Clerk, Treasur- 
er, Collector, Auditor, Selectman for three years, one Road 
Commissioner for three years, one Assessor to serve three years, 
one member of the School Committee to serve three years, five 
Constables, one Trustee of Public Library to serve three years, 
one Park Commissioner to serve three years, one Tree Warden 
to serve for one year, and a Surveyor of Lumber for one year ; 
also to bring in their ballots “Yes” or ‘No’ in answer to the 
question: ‘Shall licenses be granted for the sale of certain non- 
intoxicating beverages in this town?” 


Article 3. To hear and act upon the report of the Select- 
men, Overseers of the Poor, School Committee, Engineers of the 
Fire Department, and any other officers and committees of said 
Town. 


Article 4. To raise and appropriate such sum or sums of 
money as may be deemed necessary to defray Town charges for 
the ensuing year. 
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Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
in anticipation of the revenue of the current financial year. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
on and after January 1, 1923, in anticipation of the revenue of 
the financial year beginning January 1, 1923. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will appropriate two 
hundred dollars ($200.00) toward defraying the expenses of 
Memorial Day. 


Article 8. To see what disposition the Town will make of 
money refunded from the county on account of dog tax. 


Article 9. To see what compensation the Town will allow 
the Collector of Taxes for his services. 


Article 10. To see what date, if any, not later than October 
15th, the Town will fix, upon which taxes shall be payable. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to take charge of all legal proceedings for or against the 
‘Town. . 


Article 12. To see what sum of money the Town will 
raise and appropriate to be expended for the suppression of the 
Gypsy and Brown Tail Moths. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to repair and re- 
build West Main Street, so-called, from the top of Howard Hill 
to the Mendon town line, and raise and appropriate money 
therefor, or appropriate money therefor from any available or 
unappropriated funds in the treasury of the town, or take any 
action in regard to the repairing and rebuilding of said street, 
and providing money therefor by taxation during the current 
year or otherwise. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize its 
Board of Road Commissioners to purchase a suitable truck for 
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highway purposes, and raise and appropriate money therefor, 
or appropriate money therefor from any available or unappropri- 
ated funds in the treasury of the town, or take any action in re- 
lation to the purchase of said truck and providing money therefor. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
from any available or unappropriated funds in the treasury of 
the town, money to pay expenses incurred, in excess of amounts 
hereto appropriated therefor, in installing hydrants in the town, 
or take any action in relation to the foregoing. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
location of two additional hydrants on West Main Street, raise 
and appropriate money for the same, or take any action in rela- 
tion to the foregoing. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to make such al- 
terations and repairs in its high school building as the school 
committee shall determine to be desirable, and raise and appro- 
priate money therefor, or appropriate money therefor from 
available or unappropriated funds in the treasury, or take any 


‘other action in relation to altering and repairing such school 


building and providing the money therefor. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
board of Selectmen in its discretion to grant to the American 
Legion or the auxiliary thereof, the free use of the Town Hall 
for not exceeding four evenings during the year, or take any 
other action in relation thereto. 


And you are hereby directed to serve this Warrant by post- 
ing up attested copies thereof in at least four public places in 
said Town, seven days at least before the time set for said 
meeting.

TOWN MEETING MARCH 6, 1922. 


Pursuant to Warrant lawfully posted, the inhabitants of 
Hopedale, duly qualified by law to vote in elections and in 
town affairs, met at Town Hall and punctually at nine o’clock 
in the forenoon, were called to order by the Clerk of said Town, 
who read the Warrant and under: 


Article 1. Mr. F. J. Dutcher was chosen Moderator with 
the use of the check list. 
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Article 2. Voted: That the Town proceed to vote for 
the necessary town officers by ballot, all upon one ballot: namely, 
Town Clerk, Treasurer, Collector, Auditor, Selectman for three 
years, one Road Commissioner for three years, one Assessor to 
serve three years, one member of the School Committee to serve 
for three years, five Constables, one Trustee of Public Library to 
serve three years, one Park Commissioner to serve three years, 
one T'ree Warden to serve for one year, and a Surveyor of Lumber 
for one year; also to bring in their ballots, “Yes” or “No” in 
answer to the question: Shall licenses be granted for the sale of 
certain non-intoxicating beverages in this Town. 


Article 3. Voted: Unanimously, that the report of the 
Selectmen, Overseers of Poor, School Committee, Engineers of 
Fire Department, and all other officers of the town be accepted 
as printed. 


Article 4. Voted: That the chair appoint a Finance 
Committee of eleven who shall retire and recommend a list of 
appropriations for the year ensuing.

Voted: To accept the report of the above committee as 
read by the Secretary, Mr. Dana Osgood, and to act upon the 
same item by item. 


Voted: Unanimously, that the Town appropriate from any 
unexpended balances remaining in the Treasury the sum of 
eleven thousand dollars for the use of the School Department, 
also it was 


Voted: Unanimously, to raise and appropriate the further 
sum of thirty-seven thousand ($37,000.00) dollars, the total to 
be used for ‘heating, care, teaching, supplies, text books, improve- 
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ments, repairs and supervision of schools, the total sum be-

Article 5. Voted: That the Town Treasurer, with the 
approval of the Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to bor- 
row money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of 
the financial year beginning January 1, 1922, and to issue a note 
or notes therefor payable within one year, any debt incurred 
under this vote to be paid from the revenue of said financial year. 


Article 6. Voted: That the Town Treasurer, with the 
approval of the Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow 
money on and after January 1, 1923, and to issue a note or notes 
therefor payable within one year, any debt incurred under this 
vote to be paid from the revenue of the financial year beginning 
January 1, 1923. 


Article 7. Voted: Unanimously, to raise and appropriate 
the sum of two hundred ($200.00) dollars, toward defraying 
the expenses of Memorial Day, of said amount $100.00 to be 
paid Post 22, G. A. R. and $100.00 to the American Legion. 


Article 8. Voted: To turn over to the Library the money — 
refunded to the town from the county on account of dog tax. 


Article 9. Voted: That the compensation of the Collec- 
tor of Taxes for the year 1922, be $275.00, all the expenses 
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connected with the collection of taxes for the year 1922 to be 
borne by the town and paid from the appropriation for the In- 
cidental Department. 


Article 10. Voted: That all taxes shall be payable on 
October 2nd, and bills for the same shall be sent out on or be- 
fore that date, and that all taxes remaining unpaid after the ex- 
piration of eighteen days from said October 2nd, shall bear in- 
terest at the rate of six per cent. per annum from said October 
2nd, and as otherwise provided by law. 


Article 11. Voted: To authorize the Selectmen to take 
charge of all legal proceedings for or against the town. 


Article 12. Voted: Unanimously, that the town raise and 
appropriate the sum of twenty-five hundred ($2,500.00) dollars, 
to be expended for the suppression of the Gypsy and Brown Tail 
Moths. 


Article 13. Voted: Unanimously, that the town repair 
and rebuild West Main Street, so-called, from or near to top of 
Howard Hill to the Mendon town line, and that the road com- 
missioners be and hereby are authorized to make any contract or 
contracts in the name and behalf of the town relating to the 
work of such repair and rebuilding as they shall deem to be in 
the interests of the town, and that the sum of seventy thousand 
dollars ($70,000.00) be and hereby is appropriated for said pur- 
pose from any available and unappropriated funds in the treas- 
ury of the town. 


Article 14. Voted: Unanimously, that the Board of 
Road Commissioners be and hereby are authorized to purchase a 
truck such as they deem suitable for highway purposes, and that 
the sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) be and hereby is 
appropriated for the purpose from any unappropriated and avail- 
able funds in the treasury of the town. 


Article 15. Voted: Unanimously, that the sum of fifty- 
six dollars and sixteen cents ($56.16) be and hereby is appro- 
priated from any unappropriated and available funds in the 
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treasury of the town for the purpose of paying expenditures 
heretofore made in the installing of hydrants in the’ town in ex- 
cess of the amount heretofore appropriated therefor. 


Article 16. Voted: That the town authorize the location 
of two additional hydrants on West Main Street, (the amount 
raised and appropriated in article 4 under Water for Fire pur- 
poses, being made to cover this item). 


Article 17. Voted: Unanimously, that the town make 
such alterations and repairs in its high school building as the 
School Committee shall deem desirable and that the sum of two 
thousand dollars ($2,000.00) be and hereby is appropriated 
from any available and unappropriated funds in the treasury of 
the town, and that in making such alterations and repairs the 
School Committee be and hereby is authorized to enter into any 
written contract or contracts in behalf of the town that they deem 
to be desirable. 


Article 18. Voted: Unanimously, that the Board of Se- 
lectmen be and hereby are authorized in their discretion to grant 
to the American Legion and the Auxiliary of said organization 
the free use of the Town Hall during the current year for not 
exceeding four evenings to each. 


Voted: That the polls be closed at one o’clock in the after- 
noon. 


Punctually at one o’clock, the polls were declared closed;

Acceptance of Chapt. 438, Acts of 1921, entitled “An Act 
relative to the examination and licensing of motion picture films — 
to be publicly exhibited and displayed in this Commonwealth.” 


Acceptance of Chapt. 427, Acts of 1922, entitled “An Act 
to carry into effect, so far as the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts is concerned, the Eighteenth Amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the United States.” 


Acceptance of Chapt. 459, Acts of 1922, entitled “An Act 
providing that district attorneys shall be members of the bar.”

The cards of instruction and sample ballots being previously 
posted, the ballot clerks and deputy ballot clerks were sworn to- 
the faithful performance of their duty, the official ballots de- 
livered by the presiding officer to the ballot clerks, who receipted 
therefor. | 


’ The ballot box registered at zero, and was shown to be 
empty, the same was locked and the key delivered to Constable 
Walter B. Drisko. 


Voting then proceeded. 


At twelve o’clock noon, there was a meeting of the above 
described inhabitants, and under 


Article 1. Mr. Frank J. Dutcher was chosen Moderator. 


Article 2. No reports. 
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Article 3. Voted: That the Board of Selectmen be au- 
thorized to make a lease or contract with the United States and 
the Post Office Department thereof, for the rental of a portion of 
the Town Hall Building as a post office, and to fix the rental and 
other terms and conditions of such contract or lease. 


Article 4. Voted: That the Town appropriate from any 
unexpended balances in the hands of the Treasurer the sum of 
two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) in addition to amount of any 
previous appropriation for use of the Poor Department. 


Article 5. Voted: That the Town authorize its Board of 
Selectmen to locate two additional street lights on Main Street, 
and appropriate the sum of fifty ($50.00) dollars therefor from 
any unexpended balances in the hands of the Treasurer. 


Article 6. Voted: That the sum of five hundred ($500.00) 
dollars be appropriated from any unexpended balances in the 
hands of the Treasurer, for the maintenance and repair of the 
Town House Building. 


Article 7. Voted: That the town authorize its Board of 
Selectmen to make repairs on the fire station building, and that 
the sum of one thousand ($1000.00) dollars be appropriated 
therefor from any unexpended balances in the hands of the 
Treasurer. 


Voted: That the polls be closed at 8.00 o’clock P. M. 


At 8.45 o’clock A. M. the ballot box which registered 150 
was opened by Constable Drisko and 150 ballots were taken 
therefrom. 


The tellers being duly sworn as the law directs, counting 
proceeded. 


The ballot box was afterward opened at various times until 
7.00 o’clock when a total of 861 had been taken out. 

At 8.00 o’clock P. M. the polls were declared closed. At

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Parents and others are requested to carefully examine the 
above lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered report 
them at once to the town clerk, that the record may be corrected, 
as it is of importance that the records of Vital Statistics should be 
complete. Herewith are extracts from the Revised Laws of 
Massachusetts, Vol. 1, Chap. 29, as amended by Chap. 280, Acts 
of 1912. 


SeEcTION 1. Physicians and midwives shall within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of which they 
were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk of registrar of the 
city or town in which the birth occurred a notice stating the date 
and place of birth, giving the street number, if any, the number 
of the ward in a city and the family name. Failure to mail or 
deliver the said notice shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars for each offence. The notice required by this 
section need not be given if the notice required by the following 
section is given within forty-eight hours after the birth occurs. 


SECTION 2. Physicians and midwives shall make and keep 
a record of the birth of every child in cases of which they were in 
charge and shall, within fifteen days after the birth, mail or de- 
liver to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which the 
birth occurred a report of the birth, stating the date and place, the 
name, if any, of the child, its sex and color, and the names, ages, 
places of birth, occupations and residence of the parents, giving 
the street number, if there be any, and the number of the ward in 
a city, the maiden name of the mother, and whether or not the 
physician or midwife signing the birth return personally attended 
the birth. If the child is illegitimate, the name and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be stated except at the request in 
writing of both the father and mother filed with the return. The 
record to be kept by the physician or midwife, as above provided, 
shall also contain the facts hereby required to be reported to the 
city or town clerk. The fee of the physician or midwife shall be 
twenty-five cents for every birth so reported, which ’shall be paid 
by the city or town where the report is made, upon presentation 
to the city or town treasurer of a certificate from the city or town 
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clerk stating that the said birth has been properly reported to 
him. ‘The report required to be made by this section is in addi- 
tion to the report required to be made by the preceding section, 
and as above provided, if made within forty-eight hours of the 
birth, the report required by the preceding section shall not be re- 
quired. A physician or midwife who neglects to make and keep 
the record hereby required, or who neglects to report in the man- 
ner specified above each birth within fifteen days thereafter, shall 
for each offense forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 
The city or town clerk or registrar shall file daily with the local 
board of health a list of all births reported to him, giving the 
following facts: date of birth, sex, color, family name, residence, 
ward, physician or midwife. 


SECTION 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every household, within forty days after the birth in 
his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk of 
‘the city or town in which such child is born.

The Trustees will furthermore welcome any suggestion that 


will in any way increase the usefulness of the library. 
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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The Trustees of the Bancroft Memorial Library respectful- 
ly submit the thirty-seventh annual report, and the twenty-fourth 
from the erection of the present building covering the finances 
and activities of the library. 

The Librarian’s Report which follows gives in detail the 
work of the Library the past year, and the Trustees invite the 
attention of the community to this report, and while the Librarian 
has made the record it is the record of the people of the com- 
munity, and shows their inteerst in and appreciation of the 
Library and the awakening of an interest in the younger people 
which foretells a larger interest in the Library in the future. 

Early in the summer Mr. Arthur C. Johnson, who has 
served as a Trustee and Secretary of the Trustees for many years, 
resigned and Mr. H. A. Billings was appointed a Trustee, and 
at the September meeting was elected Secretary of the Trustees. 

The Trustees desire to record here their appreciation of the 
faithful service and intense interest of Mr. Johnson in the 
Library and its activities. 

The Trustees have for some time realized the need of better 
lighting for the reading rooms and book shelves of the Library, 
and because of the increase in gifts the past year the necessity 
of increased shelves. Contracts have been made for new light- 
ing fixtures and for new shelves which have not been finished or 
paid for. This will explain the unexpended balance of $498.73, 
which shows in the report from the funds of Joseph B. and 
Sylvia W. Bancroft Fund. 

The Trustees have made the usual repairs about the build- 
ing, varnishing floors and bookcases, and repairing basement 
floors and fountain. 
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The Trustees desire to acknowledge and thank the friends 
of the Library for the gifts of many valuable and beautiful 
books, and all who have helped in any way to make the past year 
of the Library one of help and profit to: the community. 

The Trustees feel they have been fortunate in retaining the 
past year the efficient services of Miss Sornborger, whose zealous 
interest in behalf of the patrons of the Library and everything 
pertaining thereto has placed this Library in a position second 
to none of its size. In carrying out this work the Librarian has 
been ably assisted by Mr. Meade, and at the South Hopedale 
Branch by Mrs. Smith.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


The librarian has the honor to present her sixteenth report. 

The statistics appended to this report, if compared carefully 
with those of last year, seem, with a few exceptions, very similar ; 
the same might be said of the work noted day by day, but taken 
as a whole it has been one of the busiest years in the library’s 
existence because of the many things that were done which sta- 
tistics are powerless to record. One of the speakers at the 
American Library Association meeting in Detroit, made the state- 
ment that fifty per cent. of the most worthwhile work in a small 
library was performed outside its walls. 

To enlarge upon the statistics with a few details of the year: 
the reference work with the school children has increased greatly ; 
the library in the High School building is becoming a much used 
room, and we are co-operating in every way we are able to further 
this use ; the number of volumes borrowed on the school cards for 
school room use has doubled ; the classes from the schools, coming 
to the library for instruction in its use, were so much larger that 
there were seven divisions in place of the usual four; more than 
four times as many certificates were awarded for summer reading 
as last year; the Branch, which will speak for itself a little later, 
has the largest recorded use in its history; and the total circula- 
tion while exceeding other years by only 84 volumes, yet increased 
in the use of non-fiction by 564 volumes. 


BOOKS. 


The library has added 315 volumes this year, 129 being adult 
fiction and 73 juvenile books. Beside these 315 books, 54 volumes 
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have been bought from the general appropriation to replace 
badly worn copies. 

With the Bancroft Fund 17 volumes were purchased, of 
these the ‘“‘World Book” in 10 volumes for the reference room 
and Thomson’s Outline of Science in 4 volumes for general 
reading seem worthy of mention. In addition to the 38 volumes 
bought with the Sarah M. Whipple Fund, 26 additional child- 
ren’s books were purchased from the Bancroft-Day Fund that we 
might be able to furnish all titles given on the State Certificate 
Reading Lists. The remaining books from the Bancroft-Day 
Fund, which purchased 142 volumes in all, were current fiction, 
and non-fiction, requested for use in the High School—with a 
few exceptions. Twenty volumes of recent fiction and non- 
fiction were bought from the proceeds of the Joseph B. and 
Sylvia W. Bancroft Fund. The Gen. Draper money, which must 
be used for technical books, added four volumes this year, the 
titles of which are listed in the appended statistics. 

Once more the library has been most generously remembered 
by its friends to whom we are indebted for 359 volumes as fol- 
lows: Miss Anna M. Bancroft, 49v.; Princess Boncompagni, 
l5v.; Mr. B. H. Bristow Draper, 60v.; Mr. Clare H. Draper, 
20v.; Mr. Frank J. Dutcher and Miss Grace M. Dutcher, 22v. ; 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles A. Forster, 7v.; Mr. and Mrs. Dana 
Osgood, 5v.; Mrs. Edward L. Osgood, llv.; Mrs. Frank W. 
Pratt, 170v.; but 44 volumes of these have as yet been regularly 
added to the library but a large number have been used to replace 
books already in the library and in badly worn condition. 

Two collections of Armenian books have been loaned during 
the year by the Free Public Library Commissioners of Massachu- 
setts and have been much appreciated by our Armenian residents. 


WORK WITH CHILDREN AND SCHOOLS. 


While our total circulation has varied much in the past six 
years, the proportion of books circulated from the children’s de- 
partment has remained practically the same, 31 or 32 per cent. 
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The story-hour held in the Children’s Room once a_ week 
from January to April (weather permitting) was attended by 651 
pupils from the lower grades, an average of 59 each time. 

The South Hopedale School has had a deposit of books 
through a greater part of the school year. This collection is 
changed as often as requested by the teacher. 

The summer reading was increased and broadened this year 
by making use of the excellent lists furnished for the first time 
by the Massachusetts Department of Education, Division of 
Public Libraries. The reading began early in May after a meet- 
ing of the grade teachers here at the library, and it is largely due 
to their publicity work with the pupils, and their personal en- 
couragement that one fourth of all the children enrolled in the 
grades from the third through the ninth read and reported on the 
five books necessary to secure the State Certificate. These 83 
certificates were presented in the Assembly hall of the Dutcher 
Street Building on Sept. 26 and the announcement made that the 
picture, presented last year by Miss Bancroft to hang each year 
in the room from which the most pupils competed for honors in 
the summer reading, had been won by Mrs. Johnson’s room con- 
sisting of grades six and seven and Miss Ackerman’s room with 
fourth grade pupils. In all 491 books were read in this contest, 
33 children beginning who never finished. 

The usual exhibit of books suitable for ownership by young 
people was held during “Children’s Book Week” and later books 
were purchased for those who wished them. During the same 
week, the school children brought old newspapers to the library 
and their sale realized enough money to buy three illuustrated 
books for the children’s table. The choice of these three books 
was made by vote of the children themselves from a selection of 
eight which were on display for their examination. 


SOUTH HOPEDALE BRANCH. 


Mrs. Smith has just finished twelve consecutive years of 
work in the Branch with the largest circulation in its existence 
- 4,040 volumes, and a total for the 12 years of 35,734 volumes. 
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The Branch began in one of the lower rooms of Mrs. 
Smith’s home in South Hopedale, the town furnishing a small 
bookcase 4 1-2 ft. high by 27 inches wide and enough books and 
donated magazines to fill it, Mrs. Smith furnishing everything 
else, including her services as librarian, for no other remunera- 
tion than her love of books and a chance to satisfy it. -With this 
deposit of rather less than a hundred books and an exchange of 
from 15 to 20 from the main library each alternate week, 1925 
volumes were circulated the first year. Before the end of the 
year, however, six magazine subscriptions were mailed directly to 
the Branch and a very modest salary voted Mrs. Smith. Since 
that beginning Mrs. Smith has doubled the size of the room, 
built in bookcases entirely around two sides for shelving the 
library books, installed a telephone, steam heat and electricity. 

We have always appreciated the splendid results accomp- 
lished by our Branch Librarian but perhaps a few items froma 
most interesting report, submitted by Mrs. Smith, summarizing 
the work of these twelve years may prove illuminating. 

Her family of several children has not escaped contagious 
disease or other illness but the circulation of books on Friday 
afternoon always goes on—even to the extent of 53 Fridays in 
1920. When measles held sway, books brought directly from . 
the main library in baskets were placed in the yard beside the road 
and here—the weather man being kind—all exchanges were 
made until the house was fumigated. 

In the worst weather in winter one of the sons sometimes 
delivers books on his sled. On one such trip a book inadvertent- 
ly fell off—Jeffery Farnol’s Broad Highway, as it chanced—and 
was not missed until the boy reached home. Your capable 
Branch Librarian traced that book to Worcester and achieved its 
return, after two months absence, none the worse for its journey. 

The magazines furnished by the Main Library are at present 
supplemented by at least four more from the neighborhood which 
may account in part for the large number circulated, 34 per 
cent. of the whole. 

It is such assistance, constructive work and co-operation that 
has enabled The Bancroft Memorial Library, in a town of 2835 
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inhabitants, to circulate in 1922, 30,547 volumes, an average of 
10.8 books to each man, woman and child. 


LOCAL HISTORY COLLECTION. 


During the year three papers written about Hopedale have 
been given the library by their authors: Adin Ballou and the 
Hopedale Community by Rev. Lewis G. Wilson; Dissolution of 
the Hopedale Community by Mr. Carroll H. Drown; Social 
Life in the Hopedale Community by Mrs. Carroll H. Drown. 
Fifteen programs and invitations dating from 1876 through 1899 
were the gift of Mr. Frank J. Dutcher. Three items connected 
with the life of her father, Gen. Draper, were given by the 
Princess Boncompagni and “Adin Ballou: a Memorial” by Mr. 
Charles A. Forster. It is very gratifying to note these valuable 
additions. 


LIBRARY ORGANIZATIONS. 


The librarians from the Hopedale Group of libraries, 
which includes Bellingham, Holliston, Hopkinton, Medway, 
Milford, Millis, Upton and West Medway, held a meeting in 
Hopedale on June 22, which took the form of a luncheon at the 
Brae Burn Inn followed by an informal discussion of library 
problems at the library. 

The annual meeting of the American Library Association, 
held in Detroit last June, was attended by your librarian as 
was also the meeting of the Massachusetts Library Club held 
last October in Greenfield. 


GENERAL. 


Six meetings have been held in the Children’s Room under 
the auspices of the Worcester County Extension Service. 

Flowers have been presented to the library three times by 
Mr. A. A. Messenger, twice by Miss Anna M. Bancroft and Mrs. 
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Frank W. Pratt, once by Mrs. Frank J. Dutcher, Mr. Percy M. 
Cole and Mr. Walter R. Meade. ‘The attractive Christmas tree 
which decorated the Children’s Table during the holidays was 
the gift of Mrs. C. F. Butterworth. 

In closing, I wish to thank the Trustees for continued help 
and co-operation and to express to Mrs. Smith and Mr. Meade 
my appreciation of their loyalty and faithful service.

We submit the 37th Annual Report of the School Com- 
mittee. 

The financial statement does not include the credit of 
$3,890 00 received in November, 1922, from the State Treasurer 
as partial reimbursement of the amount paid for salaries of 
teachers and Superintendent for the school year ending June 30, 
1922. 

Increased school membership has called for opening another 
primary school in the Park Street building, which now puts into 
use all available school rooms. Any material increase in school 
population will overcrowd some of the rooms and would in the 
near future lead to a call for increased school buildings, 

The anticipated reduction in the price of fuel did not mater- 
lalize in 1922, and the amount for this item is, therefore, again 
large. 

The changes in the High School Building to make possible 
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additional class room were completed during the summer vaca- 
tion, and the added room is of material advantage in connection 
with the new commercial course. The High School Building 
has nearly reached its capacity, and here again any material in- 
crease in the High School Registration would bring about a 
crowded condition which might call for more school room.

Given at 12.15 P. M. it closes all schools below the fifth grade 
for the afternoon. 

Given at 12.30 P. M. it closes all the elementary grades for the 
afternoon. 

It is important to note the time at which the signals are given. 
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The state laws governing school attendance require that: 


Every child from seven to fourteen years of age unless he is 
physically or mentally unfit, and until he is sixteen years of age 
unless he has completed the sixth grade, shall attend school all 
the time the school is in session. Every child from fourteen to 
sixteen years of age shall attend school unless such child has re- 
ceived an employment certificate and is regularly employed ac- 
cording to law for at least six hours a day. 

If a child fails to attend school according to law for seven 
day sessions or fourteen half day sessions, the child shall be con- 
sidered an habitual truant and may be sent to a truant school. 

If a parent or guardian fails to cause the child under his 
charge to attend school according to law, he shall be fined not 
over twenty dollars for each offense. 


A REGULATION OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


No child can enter the first grade unless such child shall 
become six years of age on or before October 1 following the 
opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. (For entrance to the 
first grade this coming fall, a child must be six years of age on 
or before October 1, 1923.) 

No child can enter the Kindergarten school unless such 
child shall become five years of age on or before October 1 fol- 
lowing the opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. (For a 
child to enter the Kindergarten this coming fall he must be five 
years of age on or before October 1, 1923.) 

} No child can enter school for the first time during the year 
after October 1, except in special cases by permission. 
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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF HOPEDALE :— 


I have been impressed with the fact of how few people read 
their town report. The purpose of an annual report is to inform 
the citizens of the doings of the departments during the year, to 
give some information regarding the policies adopted, to present 
the needs, and to make permanent records for future use. Hence 
reports are necessary. The great problem is, what should be put 
into a report? What facts, statistics and discussions will be use- 
ful in the present and the future? This report is an attempt to 
ment the requirements given above. 

Our townspeople are more or less acquainted with the gen- 
eral plans and daily operations of the schools. Parents cannot 
always understand the motives back of the requirements made of 
their children. Mistakes are sometimes made and troubles are 
usually due to a misunderstanding. A visit to the school, a talk 
with the teacher or superintendent will usually bring a better 
mutual understanding and appreciation of the schools. 

The worth and influence of our American System of free 
public schools can scarcely be estimated and is rarely fully ap- 
preciated. The expense to parents would be large if they had to 
pay directly the total cost of the advantages of education such as 
towns like ours afford. 

The evening sessions of our schools held last May were es- 
pecially favored with a large number of visitors, nearly two 
hundred fifty at the session of the grades and about two hundred 
at the session of the High School. This gave an opportunity for 
better acquaintance. The teachers and children were much 
pleased with the interest shown by the parents and friends. We 
hope to have this pleasant occasion repeated this year. 
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The Course of study used in the elementary grades is very 
nearly the same as in previous years. We have no printed course 
for this town. ‘The schools are following courses of study pre- 
pared by the State Department of Education, and outlines given 
by the superintendent of schools. A printed course would in 
many respects be helpful, but as there are some objections to the 
making and to being obliged to follow a definite course of study, 
we have not yet prepared a course for this town. It may be 
deemed best to do this later. 

The modern so-called Junior High School is not much dif- 
ferent from the old Grammar school. In the Junior High 
a larger number of subjects is usually offered. 

The pupils of our school have instruction in Manual lines 
and some special subjects as well as in the common branches. We 
feel that there is a sufficient number of subjects offered in our 
schools. It is better to give thorough instruction in some lines 
than poor instruction in many. Guarding against the dangers, 
there are benefits in departmental teaching, especially if there 
are strong teachers in each subject. 

After examining the Courses of Study of a large number of 
the high schools of the state, and considering the entrance re- 
quirements of the various colleges, the superintendent and 
teachers with careful deliberation have prepared an outline 
Course of Study for our High School. It has been approved by 
the committee and copies are being printed. Since the present 
printed course was made eleven years ago, and because of the ad- 
dition of the Commercial Course, this revision was necessary. 

While every high school should prepare pupils for college, 
the needs of those who are not going to college and will enter 
other avenues of opportunity should have equal consideration. 

It is also our opinion that the advantages of high school 
should be open to every young person who can profit by being in 
the school. This policy should not lower the standard of the 
High School. A pupil should attain the required standard of 
credits before he receives a diploma from the school and none 
other should be graduated, but a pupil who cannot attain the 
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high standard of credits should not be deprived of whatever 
training he may be able to get in the school. 

This benefit should not be extended to those who wish to make 
high school a loafing place. These sentiments are equally true 
for the children in the grades. It is a mistake to keep an over 
aged and over grown boy in a lower grade with smaller children 
simply because he is not of equal mental ability as others who 
are younger, if he is mentally able to get some benefit from the 
work of the higher grades. 

The total enrollment of our high school this year is seventy- 
six, an increase of fifty per cent. over that of three years ago. 
The increase in numbers made a need of more room in the build- 
ing. Some alterations were made so that another small recita- 
tion room has been provided. A quantity of new chairs for 
this room and new seats and desks for the study room have been 
purchased. The main room is now filled to capacity. 

The increase in the number of pupils in the school is en- 
couraging and the spirit of the school is excellent. It is our aim 
not to allow the increase in numbers to lower the high character 
of the work done. 

Since the opening of school in the fall the entire English 
department has been under one instructor with special training 
for the work. This is a distinct advantage. The principal be- 
lieves that this course, which is of vast importance, cannot be 
given too much attention. In the past. our English classes have 
been divided among two or more teachers, breaking the necessary 
continuity which ought and can be maintained under one head. 

The entire language department is now under the able 
direction of Miss Lucy Day. This is the first time in the history 
of our school that all of the classes in foreign languages have 
been concentrated under one head. This gives distinct advant- 
ages for the students in many ways. 

Our commercial course is now in the second year of its ex- 
istence,; and has proven its right to continue. In the class of 
1923 are several individuals who are planning to continue their 
education in one or more of the commercial schools, evidently 
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securing the incentive from knowledge and experience gained 
while pursuing our High School business course. 

The second Interclass Tennis Tournament was successful- 
ly carried through by the school in September and October. 
Between thirty and forty students participated, which produced 
a goodly spirit of rivalry among the classes. This year’s victor 
is the Class of 1925, while individual honors were won by Mary 
C. Stearns, ’23 and C. Sherman Howard, ’25. 

The High School Prize Speaking Contest last May was of 
its usual high order. The program and names of prize winners 
are given in another part of the school report. 

The Graduation program was very pleasing. The address 
of the evening by Rev. Newton D. Hall was especially appropri- 
ate, scholastically, literary and intensely interesting. 

An event which was of much concern to the high school 
was the resignation of Principal Arthur C. Johnson, who went to 
his home in Newton to a position in the large English High 
School there. 

Mr. Johnson had been principal of this school for fourteen 
years, and his leaving was a disappointment to us all. 

His high ideals for scholarship aud culture, his pleasing 
and courteous manner and carefulness in looking after details had 
a very inspiring influence upon the school and had been a potent 
factor in building up a strong High School. 

Mr. Johnson and family were very highly respected by all 
people of the town as well as the students of the school. They 
will ever be most kindly remembered by the pupils and alumni 
of the Hopedale High School. 

The school is being well carried on this year under the di- 
rection of his successor, Mr. Dennett. 

The present day high school is often rated by its athletic 
achievements. This should not be the real measure of the success 
of any school, yet athletic contests do give opportunity for ex- 
cellent training and for increasing school spirit. We might well 
do more in these lines. Our lack of facilities is a handicap, but 
it should not prevent success. The opportunity for the use of a 
gymnasium is needed. 
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We regret that greater interest has not been taken the past 
two years in the Prize Peace Essay Contest. A school of the 
size of ours should also be able to produce a good musical orches- 
tra and glee clubs and a school magazine. We would like to hear 
a debating contest by the school. All such educattve activities 
are a part of the program of a progressive school. ‘The good 
work of high scholarship should not be left undone but other 
activities may well be carried on. We are planning for a spell- 
ing contest which may encourage a greater interest in the old art 
of spelling. 

Health education is perhaps the most important phase of 
educational training. To learn how to keep well, how to keep 
the vital organs of the body in good working order and to know 
how the body can effectively eliminate the poisons are essential. 

Physical examination is necessary for a knowledge of con- 
ditions for health training. The goal of health knowledge is to 
learn how human society may be kept in such health and physical 
fitness that it may avoid ill health, and avoid or safely pass 
through disease without breaking up the necessary order of the 
daily routine of life, and to make life a joy in the performance 
of duty. 

The frequent exclusion from society is an evident admis- 
sion of the inability to cope with disease and health. Much more 
attention may well be given to physical and health education in 
our schools, and this should increase as the knowledge of Physical 
and Medical Science increases. The only real lasting and ef- 
fective health work that can be done in our schools is that which 
is educative. 

One of the problems which we are studying is to find means 
and methods which will give as nearly as possible to every child 
an equal opportunity for the development of his native ability. 

The State has helped to give equal opportunity to all 
children by making laws which give to every child the right to at- 
tend school. Not every town and city give equal school advant- 
ages. Hopedale provides very liberal opportunities. 

The law requires that all children from the ages of seven to 
fourteen, and until the age of sixteen unless they have completed 
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the educational requirements and are legally employed, shall 
attend school all the time school is in session. It is the duty of 
officials to see that this law is enforced. 

Since school attendance is important the closing of schools 
on account of weather conditions needs careful consideration. 
There are times when it is unwise to hold a session of school, but 
we would like to suggest to those parents who are fearful about 
their children being out in unfavorable weather, that it may be 
wise to keep their children at home even though the schools are 
in session. It is sometimes better that a few children should be 
absent from school than that all schools should be closed. 

‘Since the schools opened in September there have been 4271 
pupil days loss of time on account of. holidays and no school, 
and on account of sickness 4264 days absence or an average of 90 
pupils absent each day. 16 per cent. absence. 

Considering the rental value of school buildings and count- 
ing the worth of teachers’ and pupil’s time, this means a large 
financial loss which any successful business concern would con- 
sider deserves attention. ‘This is another strong reason why we 
should learn how to keep good health, for a large part of the 
absences is due to sickness and contagious diseases. 

The report from the Domestic Science Department says 
that the work this year has been along the same lines as in pre- 
vious years. 

The course in Domestic Science should be a course in Home 
Keeping and should be required of every girl whatever her station 
in life or plans for the future may bé. 

The course in cooking ought to be such as to teach how to 
select and prepare the most healthful meals at the most economi- 
cal cost. Economy must be practiced in most homes and should 
be in all. A course in cooking which does not emphasize the 
health value of foods and discourage extravagance is injurious 
rather than helpful. Our aim is to give the better instruction. 

Knowing how to sew and cook is a small part of the art of 
Home Keeping. To know what are healthful foods, how to 
make a menu of balanced nutriment values, and to know the 
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economics of buying and using home necessities, and how to make 
a home attractive are all needed for home life. 

A general course in household arts is given the girls of one 
class in the high school, but since it has but two periods instead 
of five per week, not as much can be done as should be. 

Our seventh and eighth grades are becoming so large that 
the instructor of this department feels that a provision for 
more periods for the cooking classes must be made next year. 

The Sophomore girls at the end of their course in planning 
and serving meals served a luncheon to the school committee 
which proved to be a successful and enjoyable event. 

The instructor in Manual Training and Mechanical Draw- 
ing reports that the work has been carried on the same as the year 
before. 

Those who complete the course in Mechanical Drawing 
gain a good practical knowledge in that subject. Just how much 
benefit those who take the work for a short time receive, we are 
not certain. This instruction should give training in observa- 
tion, accuracy and imagination which will carry over to other 
uses. If such instruction cannot be gained in the short time the 
work is taken, it can be of but little value. The advanced instruc- 
tion in Mechanical Drawing is limited to those who desire it and 
will complete the work given. 

The work in Manual Training gives instruction in the use 
of carpenter’s tools and in the making and fitting of joints, etc. 
Some knowledge in reading and working from drawn plans is 
gained. In these lines our boys are receiving good training and 
are enjoying the work. 

There is some question as to the practical value of the in- 
struction in the making of such articles as bread boards, book 
cases, music cabinets, etc., for the boys will quite likely never 
make the articles by hand again. Instruction which leads to the 
practical application of general repairs and carpentry is valuable 
for every boy. 

Our schools like some other schools are handicapped for op- 
portunities for practice in the practical lines. Our boys have 
had a little experience in making some furniture for the Kinder- 
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garten room, and a little equipment for the Drawing Department. 
More opportunities in these lines and some machinery for such 
work would add much to the value of this course. 

A new hand grinder, a few planes and several bench vises 
have been added to the equipment this year. More planes and 
new drawing sets are still needed. Some arrangements for hav- 
ing the work room nearer the grade classes would be a benefit in 
the saving of time and in some other respects. We wish to call 
your attention to the suggestions we previously made to the school 
committee. 

If it could be made possible for the Domestic Science de- 
partment to serve noon lunches every school day instead of two 
per week as now, and to provide something to supplement the 
noon lunches brought by the grade children, it would be a great 
health benefit. 

The Concert given by the schools in the town hall was ex- 
cellent. The program was of high order and well carried out. 
This was worthy of another being given this year. ‘The exhibit 
of drawing that evening was attractive and gave a favorable im- 
pression of the talent and training in that art. 

The supervisor of Freehand Drawing reports that aside 
from the common plans many new and interesting ideas have been 
followed throughout the grades. 

“The subjects in Drawing may be divided into several dis- 
tinct parts:—Nature; Illustration; Object; Design; Color; 
Construction ; very good nature work consisting of flowers and 
fruits has been done throughout the intermediate and grammar 
grades; the ninth grade having done some excellent fruit fes- 
toons.” 

The subject of design is especially important, for, under 
that children are taught measuring, good spacing, lettering, 
rhythm, balance and good color combinations. 

The true aim of instruction in drawing is not to attempt to 
make artists, but to teach children to use drawing as a means of 
self expression. 3 

The study of famous painters and their works has been of 
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great interest in some of the grades. If time permitted more 
along these lines might well be done. 

The supervisor of music reports that the basis of training 
in the first grade is rote songs through which the children re- 
ceive their musical experience and fondness for music which is 
essential for the work of the following grades. 

In the second and third grades the study of notation is be- 
gun and an abundance of rote songs are given. The fourth grade, 
and not sooner, is the period for intense drill. This drill of 
music reading is extended through the sixth grade so that when 
the pupils come to the seventh grade they are able to read the 
music of any song quite readily. 

Some attention is given to the teaching of appreciation of 
music especially in the upper grades. 

Last year a band was organized in the first grade and some 
practice was given. his was valuable for teaching rhythm. 
The band is being started in the first grade this year. Very 
good chorus work is being done in the eigth and ninth grades. 

The usual chorus work is being done in the High School. 
There are some good voices especially in the lower classes. The 
interest of the school in the chorus singing is not all it might and 
should be. ‘The school is able to have an excellent chorus and 
we hope the spirit of interest will grow until the chorus singing 
of the school becomes most instructive, inspiring and entertain- 
ing. Music training is most valuable for all boys and girls. 

A school orchestra has been started, consisting of two 
violins, one trombone, one mandolin and the drums. Prepara- 
tions for the coming concert are to be made soon. 

On account of the increase in the number of pupils in the 
upper grades it was necessary to purchase quite a quantity of 
books. New arithmetics have been, selected and supplied in all 
the elementary schools above the second grade. Spelling books 
and Hygiene books have been adopted and will be supplied as 
needed. 

New Geometry, History and Science books have been put 
into the High School. Labels are being put into the books in all 
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schools. We are grateful that our schools are so generously sup- 
plied with books and other necessities. 

Since books and supplies are public property there is a great 
tendency for carelessness and wastefulness in the use of them. 
Continual admonitions are necessary Paper. is soetimes 
wasted and books are often worn out or ruined in a short time. 

One occasion for serious injury to books is when they are 
taken home. Children of the lower grades should seldom be al- 
lowed to take school text books home, for the dangers from storm 
and ill treatment are so great There is but little need for 
pupils of the elementary grades to take books home, except in 
special cases. If good intensive study is done in school hours, 
the time outside of school may profitably be used in good general 
reading, work, recreation and entertainment rather than upon 
study from the school text book. Pupils who do have to take 
books home from any school should be required to provide a book 
bag in which the books may be protected from storm and other 
means of injury. 

Our Kindergarten school has been very successful from the 
start. ‘The teaching of reading and number work is begun after 
the holiday vacation. Some more than one half the usual First 
grade work is done in these subjects during the rest of the year. 

This instruction with the freedom of the Kindergarten 
methods and the games, music, etc. make a pleasant year for the 
little folks. It would likely be better for all children to have the 
benefit of the year in the Kindergarten instead of any starting 
in the first grade. 

It is likely that the hours of the Kindergarten session will be 
made a little longer next year. There is a prevailing sentiment 
throughout the country to make the day of the high school session 
longer, and the session of many high schools throughout the state 
have been lengthened. This gives opportunity for more and 
longer class periods and for supervised study in the school. This 
plan has decided advantage for the interests of education, and a 
two session day would be a health benefit to the pupils. 

On account of the large number of first grade children it 
was necessary to open another school in September in the Park 
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Street building. The large number of Kindergarten children ne- 
cessitated dividing the school in the forenoon, one half having 
the first part of the session and the other the latter. 

The elementary school work is arranged upon the basis of 
eight grades beyond the Kindergarten, but it was necessary to 
have a ninth grade school this year. 

A good number of pupils were promoted from the eighth 
grade to the High School last June, and we hope there will be 
a larger proportion this year. 

As has been stated before, our buildings are in excellent 
condition. We hope it will be possible to have the inside of the 
Dutcher Street building brightened by retinting and varnishing 
this coming vacation. We also hope that we will not have to 
burn soft coal next year for the gas and smoke darken the walls 
of the buildings. A few other minor improvements will be made 
about the buildings this coming year. 

As the equipment for the gas lighting in the high school 
building is being depleted, it would be a great improvement if 
electric lights could be installed in the rest of the building where 
they are not now provided. 


The teachers, pupils and all friends of the schools were 
saddened by the death of Miss Hattie L. Haven which occured 
during the recent holiday vacation. 

Miss Haven fell in the service. She had been teacher of 
the ninth grade and principal of the Chapel Street and Dutcher 
Street schools for nine years. Her faithfulness and devotion to 
her work, her deep interest in the welfare of her pupils, her strict 
adherence to principle, and her influence for the highest and best 
won ,the respect and esteem of all who knew her. Her present 
and former pupils always enjoyed making a visit to Miss Haven’s 
school. 

The schools have met with a large loss, but we are thank- 
ful for the valuable service Miss Haven gave during the years 
she was with us. 
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The school directory will show that there are several changes 
in teachers from last year. 

The vacancies made by the resignation of several teachers in 
the summer was filled by the most careful selection. These 
newly elected teachers were selected from several states, and all 
have had a broad education, and a thorough professional training 
with some years of successful teaching experience. 

These teachers with those who remained from last year make 
a capable corps of teachers which the town is most fortunate in 
having. There is not one of the entire force who is not fully 
equal to the position she holds. All of our teachers are truly de- 
voted to their work and willingly giving their best during and 
outside of school hours for the welfare of the pupils. Hence the 
spirit of the schools is excellent, all are working harmoniously, 
and we are certainly having a successful school year. 

Much attention is being given to the value of the sense of 
sight as a means of education in these days. A Baloptican for the 
grade schools with which the oral instruction may be supple- 
mented with pictures is a great educational aid. 

We are very grateful for the favors shown the school 
children at Christmas time and the High School upon the Wash- 
ington trip by Mrs. Bristow Draper; and for the prizes for the 
Peace essays by Mr. Patrick; and the prize by the American 
Legion. We wish to thank these. The Woman’s Club, the 
Library, the School Committee, and all others who have added to 
the pleasure and advantages of our schools. 

The friendly attitude the people have shown our schools and 
their willing support is condusive to good work. The kindly at- 
titude of the school pupils does much to help make the schools 
harmonious and pleasant. 

The generous help and loyal support which is always given 
by the school committee is much appreciated. The superintend- 
ent wishes to take this opportunity to thank all concerned for the 
assistance given in our attempt to make our schools such that the 
boys and girls of this town shall have the best possible training 
for their enjoyment and duties in life.
